A New.Years dance in the 
clubhouse on the 31st has been 
arranged; sodding of the greens 
has been begun; rehabilitation 
of the Clubhouse has been be- 
gun; and the dike will be put in 
shape to keep out the water; 
with the help of the diesel 
operated pump already in. 

All memberships have expired 
—ltie to overdose of water—so 
that former members and pros- 
pective members will find a wel- 
come on New Year's Eve. Es- 
pecially newcomers to the com- 
munity and friends from neigh- 
boring communities. These 
annual affairs are formal to the 
extent of propriety , friendly as 
a Georgia “hoe-down” and the 
floor is iffviting to the urge of 
terpsichorean display and the 
orchestra that will be provided 
plays enticingly—and plays.

TB Facts And Figures 


The Disease 

Estimates, based on careful 
studies, place the number of 
active cases of tuberculosis in 
this country at 500,000 This 
estimate is based on results of 
mass X-ray surveys which have 
shown that half of one per cent 
of the adult population has tu- 
berculosis in an active stage and 
on studies revealing that there 
are nine active cases of tubercu- 
losis for every death from the 
disease. Only half of the 500, 
000 cases are known to health 
authorities . The other 250,000 
are “unknown cases.” These 
cases must be found and placed 
under treatment before tuber- 
culosis can be eradicated. 

Principal means used to find 
tuberculosis is the X-ray. With 
the aid of X-ray films, tuber- 
culosis can be diagnosed be- 
fore its symptoms are apparent. 
Mass X-ray services to find un- 
known cases of TB are being 
sponsored in many sections of 
the country by tuberculosis 
associations in cooperation with 
official health agencies. 
Tuberculosis is a communica- 
ble disease, spread by persons 
with active tuberculosis to 
others, and is, therefore, a public 
health threat. 
Tubercle bacilli, the germs 
which cause TB, are spread 
through coughing, sneezing, 


infected objects, 

Early TB usually has no 
symptoms of any kind. The 
insidious onset of the disease in | 
apparently healthy people is| 
one reason why tuberculosis is 
difficult to cure and to control. 
During this period the victim, 
unaware he has the disease, is 
losing ground and may be 
spreading the germs to others. 

The first symptoms usually 
are unexplained tiredness, loss 
of appetite, loss of weight, pain 
in the chest and slight rise in 
afternoon temperature. 

As the disease progresses, the 
early symptoms become more 
pronounced and, in addition, in- 
digestion, a cough, with with or 
without expectoration, , hoarse- 
ness and blood spitting may 
occur. By the time the sym- 
toms become noticeable to the 
victim, TB is usually well un-

Deaths from Tuberculosis 

Since 1904, the year the Nat- 
ional Tubercul Association 
Was organized, the TB death 
rate has been cut almost 80 
percent. Yet tuberculosis still 
kills 53,000 Americans a year, 
kills at the rate of 145 persuns 
a day, one person every 10 


s has caused the 
deaths of 4,500,000 persons since 
1901. However, if the tubercu- 
losis death rate in 1904 had 
continued to prevail, 4,000,000 
more people would have died of 

B than actually did. 

One out of every 25 death: 
this country is caused by tuber- } 
culo: One out of every 12| 
deaths among Negroes is duc 
to TB. 

Tuberculosis is the -seventh 
cause ci death among the poo- 
ulation as a whole, the fourth 
cause of death among Negrces. 

In the age group from 15 to 

o 44, tuberculosis is the fi 
disease cause of death and is ej 
ceeded only by accidents in tak- 
ing the lives of young adults. 
"The. tuberculosis tol] is seven 
times as high among unskilled} 
workers as professional people, 
three times as high among skill- 
ed workers as among profess- 
ional people. 
Approximai 
under 10 years of age die of 
tuberculosis each year. 
Nearly twice as many men as 
women die of tuberculo; 
Tuberculosis cost the lives of 
two persons for every three 
Americans killed in combat in 
World War II. 


Veterans 

As of March 31, 1947, the 
Veterans Administration had 12, 
147 veterans under treatment for 
tuberculosis, Of this number, 
9, 621 were in VA hospitals and 
the remainder in civilian hos- 
pitals. 

While no estimate has been 
made of the cost of caring for 
tuberculosis veterans of World 
War II, approximately one bill- 
ion dollars has been spent by 
the United States government. 
in the care of tuberculous vet- 
erans of World War I. This 
cost includes hospitalization, vo- 
cational training, compensa- 
tion and insurance. 

Evidence of tuberculosis caus- 
ed the rejection of 150,000 can- 
didates for the armed forces in 
World War II. 


Seal Sale 

The first Christmas Seal Sale 
in the United States was con- 
dueted 40 years ago. The sale 
in 1907 was promoted by Miss 
Emily P. Bissell of Wilmington, 
Del, and was confined to the 
Wilmington area. iss Bissell 
adopted an idea originated by 
Einar Holboell, a Danish post- 
al clerk, who had conducted a 
Seal Sale in Denmark in 1904. 
IN 1908, Christmas Seals were 
sold nationally in this country. 
The sale has been nation-wide 
ever since, 

Christmas Seal funds have 
been used to support tubercu- 
losis control work throughout 
the 40-year history of Seal sales 
of the United States. This year 
3,000 associations affiliated with 
the National Tuberculosis Asso- 
ciations are conducting Christ- 
mas Seal Sales to support state 
and local tuberculosis control 
and prevention work.
